ANOTHER BAD BREAK. 


A New Crevasse in the Treacherous 
Suny Levee—The Wabash Embank- 
ment Oppesit Hannibal Gives Way— 
One Hundred Thousand Acres of 
Land Overfiowed—The Loss Estimated 
at Not Less Than One Miillicou Dollars. 

St. Lou Nepublican. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., July 4.—The Fourth of July. 
1880, will be a memorable date in the history of 
Sny Island. At 12:15 o'clock last night, the same 
hour at which the Sny levee broke ten miles be- 
low here one night last week, the embankment 
of the Wabash Railway, which forms a part of 
the levee for a distance of several miles, gave 
way before the raging waters of the Mississippi. 
The watchman detailed to patrol that part of 
the levee had just passed the treacherous spot 
and was about to continue on his mid- 
night beat when he heard a faint trick- 
ling on the side of the levee inward from 
the river. He had hastily turned around when 
the faint trickling increased to a roar and eight 
feet of the embankment was tossed on the 
breast of a wave. The eight-foot hole soon 
widened to a 125-foot gap, and the rich lands 
and comfortable homes of thousands of Sny- 
Island farmers were at the mercy of the waves. 
The sweeping waters 

SOUNDED THEIR OWN ALARM 
to the terror-stricken inhabitants of the island, 
5 expected every moment to feel their houses 
along on the top of the advancing water.

JUDGE TRUMBULL AND CIVIL GOVERN- 
WENTS. 


The Hon. Lyman Trumbull is now the 
Democratic candidate for Governor of III 
nois. It will be remembered that Mr. Trum- 
bull was until 1855 one of the leading Pro- 
Slavery Democratic leaders in this State. In 
1854 he bolted the Democratic nomination 
and was elected to Congress, and in the win- 
ter of 1855 he was elected Senator by a Legis- 
lative combination, defeating Mr. Lincoln 
for that office. Mr. Trumbull was for eight- 
een years a Senator, and even long after he 
left the Senate was a Republican of the in- 
tensest order. 

Mr. Trumbull in his recent speech stated 
that he had left the Republican party because 
he believed in the old Democratic doctrine 
that the military power should be subordinate 
to the civil power, and because the Repub- 
liean party was forever aiming to deprive the 
States of their sovereign authority, and con- 
centrate all power in the General Govern- 
ment. He declared that the policy of the 
Republican party is that of attempting “to 
swallow up the States,“ and tus subvert our 
beautiful system ef government, which, ac- 
cording to the Democratic theory, is a 
system of State Governments, of State 
sovereignties, which are the only depositories 
of power, and which are the creators of the 
General Government, and therefore its su- 
periors. 

If any one will read over old Mr. Buchan- 
an’s messages to Congress just before the 
War, and in which he denied the authority 
of the United States to coerce sovereign 
States into obedience to the laws, or to in- 
vade the sacred soil of sovereign States with 
armed troops to enforce any so-called Na- 
tional authority, he will find therein set forth 
the present doctrine of Trumbull, and Han- 
cock, and the Democratic party. It is now 


revamped under the phrase of the subordi- | 


nation of the military to the civil authority. 
That precept is mangied by the Democrats 
now in order to justify illegal and fraudulent 
elections, just as it was twenty years ago to 
prevent the suppression of armed rebell- 
ion, That the United States has 
the power to enforce its laws, even 
if i require the 
navy, and this too whether in war or in 
peace, is a doctrine that cannot be denied 
without a denial of the power of the Nation 
to preserve its own existente. A nation 
without authority to overcome all resistance 
to the execution of the law is at the mercy of 
any mob, 

The Congress of the United States pro- 
vided the machinery by law for a supervis- 
ion of the elections for members of Congress, 
and especially as to the counting of the 
votes and the returns. That law was in the 
interest of honest elections. It was in the 


interest of elections at which the voter 


should be free from violence, threats, and 
intimidation. . That law has aroused the in- 
dignation of the Democratic party, and that 
party has resorted to every possible means 
to defeat its execution and to nullify its 
provisions. There is not a Northern State 
which has not got a far more stringent 
preservation of peace and 
for honest voting and returns at State elec- 
tions; but the Democratic indignation is ter- 
ribly aroused at the enactment of such a law 
for like purposes by Congress at elections for 
‘members of Congress. This is called by Mr. 
Trumbull; speaking for Hancock and the 
Dem ocratic party Pthe “‘swallowing up of the 
States and the subversion of our beautiful 
system of government.” 

Mr. Trumbull’s record on this subject is 
perhaps the most extreme of any man in the 
country. After the War, civil governments 
were organized in all the Rebel States by 
proclamation.of Andrew Johnson. These 
Governments were in the hands of Rebels, 
who determined to defeat the results of the 
War, and, backed by the President, refused 
to acknowledge anything which denied those 
States sovereign power. 

On March 2, 1867, Congress passed a bill 
dividing the Rebel States into five military 
districts, and providing for a military com- 
mander in each district, under whose regu- 
lation steps were to be taken for the or- 
ganization of State Governments. The Presi- 
dent, however, put a construction on that 
act which practically defeated it. Congress 
reassembled in July, 1867, and bills on tlie 
subject were framed in both Houses. The 
House passed a bill, and when it reached the 
Senate Mr. Trumbull moved to strikeout all 
after the enacting clause and insert a new 
bill prepared by himself. The first section of 
Trumbull’s bill read as follows: 


That the true intent and meaning of the “ Act 
to provide for the more efficient government of 
the Rebei States,“

This, it should be remembered, was moved 
by Mr. Trumbull, in a time of profound 
peace, two years after the War had closed, 
and when civil Governments were in active 
operation, the Courts open, and all the ma- 
chinery of State Governments in motion. 

Ne made this motion to “swallow up 
the civil Governments of ten States; to over- 
ride and overrule the civil Governments of 
those States; and to declare that in those ten 
States “the military authority of the United 
States was and is paramount to any civil 
Government existing therein”; that “all 
such civil Government was subordinate to 
such military authority,” and the Courts, 
Legistatures, and Execative authorities of 
such States were prohibited from interfer- 
ing in any way with the exercise of such 
inilitary authority. 

By another section the military commander 
was authorized to remove the Judge of any 
court who attempted to interfere with the 
superior legal power of the commander, and 
he was authorized to appoint other Judges in 
the place of those removed by him. 

This, it should remembered, was in a 
time of peace. Not an armed Rebel was in 
existence. The civil Governments were in 
full exercise of their ordinary powers; at 
this moment the present Democratic candi-

THE GERMAN-AMERICAN VOTE. 

It ig safe to say that the Republican Presi- 
dential ticket this year will receive a larger 
proportion of what Is known as “The Ger- 
man Vote” than bas been consolidated for 
any one party at any time since the War. 
This assertion is based upon manifest indi- 
cations from the time Garfield was nominated 
at Chicago, and dications have nota- 
bly increased since Hancock was nominated 
atCincinnati. The prevailing political senti- 
ment among citizens of German birth and 
their deseendants has always been in favor 
of the Republican party as against the Demo- 
cratic party in principle, and it is this year 
very pronounced in favoring Garfield as 
against Hancock.

champion in the quarrel with John Kelly and 
the Tammany faction. The Germans had 
been persistently ignored by the Tammany 
organization in order that the Irish Demo- 
crats might have a monopoly of the offices 
and honors at the disposal of the Democratic 
party.. Tilden had condemned and opposed 
this policy, and, when this course had arrayed 
the Tammany faction. against him, the Ger- 
mans in New York and eisewhere naturally 
felt themselves under an obligation to stand 
by their champion. The rejection of Tilden 
at Cincinnati was & tffimph for John Kelly 
and a confession by th® Democratic party of 
Tammany’s power, which the Germans of 
New York will resent as actively.as they 
acknowledged Tilden services. It was the 
German vote which ran Tilden’s majority up 
to 56,000 in New York and 18,000 in Brook- 
lyn, and the withdrawal of a large portion of 
the German vote will reduce the Democratic 
majority in New. York to 40,000 and almost 
wipe it out in Brooklyn. 

There were other circumstances which 
gave Tilden exceptional strength among the 
Germans four years He came before 
the country as @ reformer. No class of Re- 
publicans had become more disgusted with 
the errors and scandals of the preceding Ad- 
ministration than were the German Repub- 
licans. They looked to Tilden to achieve 
the reforms which they had generally come 
to regard as hopeless under Republican 
auspices. They were willing to try the Dem-

PHELIM TOOLE. 


How the Noted St. Louis Fireman, 

After Many Mairbreadth ‘*Seapes, 

Meets His Death. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chdeage Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, July 6.—It has been a very longtime 


since any passing event has created so profound 
an impression in this city as the death of Phelinr 
Toole, the Captain of the Pompier corps of 
Fire Department. He was the hero ef a hu 
reckless exploits, which had made him fameus 
far and near.

The leading produce markets were not very 
active yesterday, the occurrence of two holidays 
having failed to bring out auy very vigorous 
trade.
